Spread ou the scorched parts 
with a knife, and allow it to dry on. 
The stain will soon disappear, 
lf the 
garment is scorched with ironing, rub 
t lump cr* dry starch on the mark 
Then sponge it off. 
Repeat till the 
fellow disappears. 
Iron-Moid and Dry-lnk Stains. 
Iron mold and dry-ink stains may be 
removed by placing the stained mate­ 
rial in a hot solution of salts of sorrel 
ar salts of lemon, and leaving it to steep 
antil they disappear; or by placing ths 
stained part over a basin and pouring 
toiling water through to moisten the 
stain, which enables the chemical ac­ 
tion to take place more rapidly. Then 
a small quantity of salts of lemon or 
salts of sorrel should be placed on the 
stain and rubbed firmly in. and bolling 
water again poured through. 
If the 
first application does not remove it, 
the process must be repeated, 
lf the 
Iron mold is due to old Iron rust, neith­ 
er of the above-iuentioued chemicals 
may remove It successfully. 
A pinch 
of oxalic acid, which is a stroll# chem­ 
ical, may then have the desired effect. 
It is used in exactly the same manner 
as salts of lemon but it must be u^ed 
with great care. as it is injurious to 
fabrics. 
To remove ink stains from white 


material before the ink is quite drj 
sprinkle with salt and rub with half 
lemon. 
Riuse off the acid and was 
at once. 
When ink stains are dry, hi 
fresh, they may be removed by dipping 
blemish j the stained part In buttermilk, or milk 
i thHt ha a been bolled; change the milk 
frequently, then wash the article well. 
To Remove Iron Rust. 
S p o ts of iron rust which are so like­ 
ly to be found on white dresses and 
aprons may be easily removed in the 
following way: 
Place a small lump 
of cream of tartar on the spot of iron 
rust, and tie up the dress goods so 
4 as to hold the cream of tartar on the 
spot. 
I>o the same to all the spots 
of iron rust and put the clothes into 
the boiler. 
After boiling, the clothes 
will be perfectly white and free from 
spots.
